Murdered by a Child. 


NEW YORK, December 27. — The 


Evening Post says the Rev. Dr. Chapin 
died yesterday. The friends of the 
Rev. Dr. Edwin II. Chapin have known 
for some time that there was no hope 
for his recovery, but the intelligence of 
hia death will, nevertheless, be received 
with regret. 


Dr. Chapin was born in Union vil- 


lage, Washington county, New York, 
the 29th day of December, 1814. His 
parents were natives of New England, 
and while he was in his boyhood, they 
removed to Bennington, Vermont. 
He 


rcceivedlhis academic education at Ben- 
nington Seminary, and then returned to 
this State, liepinning [to study for the 
law in a lawyer's office in Troy. 
_ With- 


out completing his legal studies, he 
goon removed to Utica, where he became 
assistant editor of the Magazine, and 
Adencatf, then the leading journal of 
the Univemliiit 
denomination. 
In 


18.17, when twenty-three years of ape, 
he was ordained in Utica to the Univer- 
salist ministry. He iamediatcly began 
preaching, and accepted a call to be- 
come the pastor of the Independent 
Christian Church, of Richmond, Va., : 
society composed both of Universa- 
lists and Unitarians. In .1840 he ac- 
cepted the charge of the Univemlist 
Church in Charlestown, Mass. 
Six 


years later ha accepted a call 
from 


School Street Universalist Church, Bos- 


ton, 
becoming the colleague of Hosea 


Ballou. 
In 1848 Or. Chapin assumed 


the pastorate of tha Fourth Univorsa- 
list Society ol New York City, which he 
has ever since retained. 
Among hia 


friends and parishioners was Horace 
Oreeley, whose funeral services took 
place in his church. Dr. Chapin leaves 
a wife and twn sons and a daughter.

head, above the right eye, and passed 
through the brain, coming out over the 
left eye. 
Hearing the sound of a gun, 


little John Applegate ran away from 
the house screaming with fright, and in 
a short time a crowd of people were 
gathered at the bloody scene. When 
the crowd reached the house they found 
Mason had taken his victim by the 
heels and dragged him across the room, 
and then down a pair of stairs. It is 
believed that he was trying to hide the 
body to cover up his crime. The negro 
was then taken to jail and Applegate 
conveyed to his home, where he lingered 
in an unconscious condition for four 
hours, when death ended his sufferings. 
John Mason is only 13 years old, while 
Thomas.Applegate is about 11. The 
age of the murderer is all that saved 
him from tbe hands of Judge Lynch, 
and it is known that the law will take 
its course in the ease. The community 
was terribly shocked at the occurrence, 
and under the circumstances are at a 
loss to know what will be dnne with 
the murderer.
